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Introduction 


This volume continues the series of Supplements on Mental 
qJealth begun in 1949, and contains annual statistics of mental and 
nental deficiency hospitals for the years 1954 to 1956, PGi. 11 
two parts: the first continues the summary tables introduced in 
the volume for 1952-53 and the second gives detailed tables mostly 
in the form of raw data. So far as is possible, separate tables 
nave been made for first and subsequent admissions, It should be 


noted that subsequent admissions include, for any year: 
(1) readmissions of patients first admitted in that year; 


(11) second and subsequent admissions of patients first 
admitted in a previous year. 


Where rates are shown they are based on the estimated home popula- 
tion of England and Wales at mid-year, unless otherwise stated. 
The home population is composed of civilians and members of any 
Armed Forces actually located in England and Wales. 


In order that the exact coverage of the statistics may be 
understood,-a set of definitions of terms used in the Supplement 
has been compiled; these are applicable in England and Wales. 


Definitions of terms used in the Report 

Mental Hospital 

A hospital vested in the Minister of Health and designated 
by him as a mental hospital for the reception of patients under 
the Lunacy and Mental Treatment Acts, 1890-1930, 
Mental Deficiency Hospital 

A hospital vested in the Minister of Health and directed 
by him to be used as a mental deficiency hospital for the recep- 
tion of patients under the Mental Deficiency Acts, 1913-1938, 
Direct Admissions 

Persons admitted under the Lunacy and Mental Treatment Acts 
into mental hospitals and persons admitted under the Mental 
Deficiency Acts into mental deficiency hospitals, including 


persons transferred between mental deficiency and mental 
hospitals under Section 16 of the Mental Deficiency Act, 1913. 
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First Admissions 


A first admission into statutory care, excluding admissions in 
hospitals designated for the purposes of Section 20 of the Lunacy © 
Act, 1890 (including some mental hospitals), under short-term orders 
(Sections 20, 21 and 21A of the Act of 1890) and admissions of 
persons detained temporarily in mental deficiency hospitals as in @ 
place of safety, pending the presentation of a petition for admissj 
to care. No account is taken of previous treatment as an out- 
patient, or of previous treatment as an in-patient in a hospital no 
designated under the Lunacy and Mental Treatment Acts or Mental 
Deficiency Acts. 


Transfers 


(a) Transfers between hospitals designated for the reception 
patients admitted under the Lunacy and Mental Treatment Acts and 
transfers made under the same Acts between hospitals and single car 


(ob) Transfers between hospitals designated for the reception | 
patients admitted under the Mental Deficiency Acts and transfers ma 
under the same Acts between hospitals and persons appointed as 
guardians. 


Types of Hospital 


Types | and I}. Hospitals originally provided by a county or 
borough, or by a union of counties or boroughs, as "asylums for 
lunatics" and maintained by such authorities prior to 5th July 1948; 
the appointed day under the National Health Service Act, 1946, 


Type I!!. Hospitals which, before 5th July 1948, were public 
assistance institutions into which mental patients, including 
"chronic cases", were received in accordance with the Lunacy Act, 
1890, 


Status of patients and method of admission 
(i) Mental hospitals 

Voluntary. A person who voluntarily submits himself to treat 
ment for mental illness and who, on making a written application, i: 
admitted to a mental hospital or other approved hospital or place. 
(Section 1, Mental Treatment Act, 1930. ) 

Temporary. A person who is suffering from mental illness and 


is likely to benefit by temporary treatment but is for the time 
being incapable of stating that he is willing or unwilling to receli' 
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such treatment may, upon a written application being made on his 
behalf supported by a medical recommendation, be received as 4 
temporary patient into a mental hospital or other approved establish- 
ment. (Section 5, Mental Treatment Act, 1930,) Such patients may 
be detained for an initial period not exceeding six months and for 
subsequent periods of three months, provided the total period does 
not exceed twelve months. | 







Certified. A person who is received into a designated mental 
hospital on an order and medical certificate as a person of unsound 
mind under the Lunacy Act, 1890, or an order having the like effect, 


Broadmoor patient. A person dealt with under the Acts relate 
ing to criminal lunatics (the Criminal Lunatics Acts, 1800 and 1884, 
and the Trialof Lunatics Act, 1883), i.e. persons who have been found 
to be insane on arraignment, those who have been tried and found to 
be guilty but insane, and any prisoner whom the Secretary of State 
nas, in pursuance of any Act of Parliament, ordered to be removed 
tO a mental hospital or other place for the reception of insane 
persons. "Broadmoor patients" may be received in designated mental 
hospitals (and certain other places) as well as in Broadmoor 
Institution. 


(ii) Mental deficiency hospitals 


Section 3 of the Mental Deficiency Act, 1913. Patients 
"Dlaced" in a mental deficiency hospital by their parent or 
guardian. 


Section 6. Patients sent to a mental deficiency hospital 
Inder an order made by a judicial authority (a specialiy appointed 
Justice) following the presentation of a petition on behalf of a 
Local health authority, or by some other person. 





Section 8. Patients sent to a mental deficiency hospital 
following conviction by a court of a criminal offence, or (in the 
vase Of children) being found in need of care or protection or 
veyond control. 


Section 9. Patients sent to a mental deficiency hospital 
ipon an order made by the Home Secretary on transfer from a 
Mrison or other penal institution or from an approved school. 
Jischarges and Departures from Mental Hospitals 

Voluntary patients leaving hospital are classified as 


lepartures, Temporary and certified patients discharged from 
she order under which they were received into hospital and 
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returning to the community are classified as discharges. This does 
not include patients whose orders have lapsed or been discharged and 
who remain in the hospital either as voluntary patients or upon the 
making of a new order; these are classified as re-gradings. 


Patients on the books of the hospital at the end of the year 


These include patients resident in the hospital and also those 
living outside hospital on trial leave or licence or boarded out, 
The figures for mental hospitals exclude patients resident in 
hospital pending re-certification, and patients detained under short 
orders for periods of 3 to 28 days (Sections 20, 21 and 21A of the 
Lunacy Act, 1890). The figures for mental deficiency hospitals 
exclude patients resident in hospital pending the presentation of a 
petition for a new order, patients admitted as to "a place of safety 
(Section 15 of the Mental Deficiency Act, 1913), and admitted 
temporarily for a limited period (Ministry of Health Circular 5/52). 
Patients transferred between mental deficiency and mental hospitals 
(under Section 16, Mental Deficiency Act, 1913) are regarded as bein 
on the books of the hospital to which they were transferred.

Table M.1 shows the trend in hospital population from 1951 to 
1956, The numbers on the hospital books at the end of 1954 were 
Obtained from a census of hospital patients; the numbers for other 
years have been estimated from this or previous counts, having 
regard to the balance of admissions and discharges and the ageing 
of the resident population. There has been a Striking increase in 
the numbers of both first and total admissions to mental hospitals 
and in the numbers of departures and discharges. The number of 
Datients on the books reached a maximum in 1954 and has since been 
decreasing, Not all of this decrease can be attributed to the 
de-designation of accommodation, which accounted for only 308 beds 
in 1956. The following table expresses the numbers shown in 
Table M.1 for Mental Hospitals as percentages of the corresponding 
numbers for 1951.

First admissions in 1956 exceeded those for 1951 by 23 per cer 
for males and 22 per cent for females; the numbers who were | 
admitted for a second or subsequent visit meanwhile increased by 7 
and 79 per cent respectively. Discharges and departures increasec 
by 54 and 58 per cent for males and females. By comparison, the 
numbers on the books had increased by only 4 per cent for males anc 
3 per cent for females by 1954 and by 1956 had decreased to 102 2a 
101 per cent respectively of the numbers in 1951. There has there 
fore been a very much more rapid turnover of patients in recent 
years, without a corresponding increase in the number of resident: 
patients. 


The relative increases or decreases in the numbers of voluntar 
temporary and certified patients, expressed as percentages of the 
average figures for 1952-1953 were as follows:

Discharges in 1956 following review by the Board of Control 
numbered 2,148 persons who were on licence, compared with 179 who 
were not; the increase over the numbers in 1955 was 1,255 for those 
on licence and 62 among the others. 


Table M.& shows the numbers of first and other direct admission: 
and admission rates per 100,000 home population. During 1954-56, 
male first admission rates increased from 86 to 92 per 100,000 and ~ 
female rates from 108 to 119; other admission rates increased from 
54 to 67 for males and 74 to 96 for females. The rise in rates at 
all ages was reflected in many of the individual age-groups. Male 
first admission rates showed increases over the three years at 
ages 20-24 and 35 and over, the greatest increase being 13 per cent 
at ages 5o&-74; female rates increased at ages 2544 and 55 and over; 
the maximum increase being 19 per cent at 55-64, For both sexes, 
the rates for other than first admissions increased between 1954 
and 1956 at all ages 20: and over; among males the rates at ages 75. 
and over rose by 15 per cent and at ages 35-44 by 42 per cent, while 
female rates both at ages 55-64 and 65-74 rose by 38 per cent. The 
increases in first admission rates were on the whole accompanied by 
even greater increases in other admission rates.

hospitals at December 31st per 100,000 home population. The 
decrease in numbers over the years 1954-56 was accompanied by 
decreases in the all ages rates, for males from 296 to 288 (3 per 
cent) and for females from 370 to 361 (2 per cent). The following 
table shows the percentage decreases in individual age-groups:

The improvement has been mainly in the younger age-groups, who 
might be expected to derive the maximum benefit from the newer 
forms of therapy. The increase of 5 per cent in the rates for 
people of 75 and over will be partly due to declining death rates 
and partly to the fact that many old people may have no alternative 
home to the mental hospital. ! 


Table M.4 shows the trends of first admissions by sex and age 
from 1954 to 1956, As in 1952-53, the proportion of first admis= 
Sions was lowest at ages 25-44 for men and 45-64 for women. The 
proportion of first admissions at ages 20 and over generally 
decreased over the three years; among people aged 75 and over 
this proportion was still about four-fifths.

Table M.5 shows the trend in estimated residence rates from 
1951 to 1956. In each year the male rate exceeded the female at 
ages 16-44; at ages 45 and over the position was reversed, At 
ages 45-54 both male and female rates have decreased steadily as 
has the female rate at ages 55-64, The female rate at ages 75 
and over has increased from 1,073 in 1951 to 1,227 in 1956, and 
the male rate, after a temporary check in 1954, has also continued 
its upward trend.

; Table M.6 shows the number of first and other direct admis~ 
sions for four main diagnostic groupings. This table is not 
comparable with Table M.6 of the 1952-53 Supplement because of 
changes in diagnostic grouping introduced in 1954, According to 
the Sixth Revision of the International Statistical Classification, 
lumbers 506, Psychosis with cerebral arteriosclerosis and 308, 
*sychosis of other demonstrable aetiology, would not generally be 
ised for primary morbidity classification. From 1954 onwards, 
lowever, it seemed preferable that these numbers should be so used, 
With the result that there has been a considerable transfer to the 
ySychoses group, Of cases which before 1954 would have appeared in 
the group 'Others'. In 1956, for example, the numbers assigned 
(0 306 and 308 were:

The proportion of first admissions for psychoses remained 
fairly constant during the three years at about 70 per cent for 
lales and 75 per cent for females; the actual number of first 
(missions meanwhile increased by 8 per cent and 11 per cent 
espectively. The proportion of first admissions for psychoneuroses 
lecreased from 20 to 18 per cent for males and 20 to 19 per cent for 
females; for males the numbers decreased by 2 per cent and for 
‘emales increased by 2 per cent. There was a Slight increase in 
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the proportion of males first admitted for disorders of character 
behaviour and intelligence, but the female proportion remained 
fairly constant.

Table M.7 shows the trend in first admission rates for the 
three principal psychotic groups during 1953-56. Among schizo- 
phrenic males there was a downward trend in the all ages rate from 
161 to 152, whereas the female rate increased during 1954-56 from 
144 to 150. For males aged 10-34 the rates in 1956 were all 
lower than in 1953, whereas at ages 35 and over they had increased. 
For females the rates were lower in 1956 than 1953 at ages under 25 
whereas at ages £5 and over they were higher. !

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First admission rates for manic-depressive reaction were 
higher in 1956 than in 1953 at all ages 20 ana Over, for both 
sexes, For senile and presenile psychoses, male first admission 
rates at ages 55-74 rose during 195355 and decreased tn 1956, as 
Gid female rates at ages 75 and over.

The highest first admission rates for schizophrenia in each 
area occurred in persons aged 25-34, Among males the maximum rates 
at ages 15-34 were in the conurbations and the lowest in the rural 
‘@astricts. There are a number of factors which might account for 
the excessive male rates in the conurbations, such as the presence 
of a large proportion of single men or of men in Social Class V, for 
whom it is known that admission rates arejnigh. Circumstances of 
life in the conurbations, for example, many people living in lodge 
ings or hostels, may be such that the mentally sick are more readily 
hospitalised. Some of these factors could be expected to apply 
also to females. Maximum female rates in each of the age-groups 
“shown occurred however in the intermediate urban areas (populations 
of 50,000 and under 100,000), 


The variation in female rates was considerably less than for 
males. Thus, at ages 15-24 the male rate varied from 18 in the 
rural districts to 40 in the conurbations, whereas the female rate 
varied from 21 in the rural districts and small urban areas 
(populations under 50,000) to 26 in the intermediate urban areas. 

: In each type of area the highest admission rate for manic- 
depressive reaction occurred at ages 55-64 and in this age-group 

the rate was highest for both sexes in the intermediate urban areas. 
The male rate was lowest in the conurbations and the female in the 
mural districts. 


Table M.10 shows the trend in admission rates per million 
males aged 20 and over in the Registrar General's five Social

The social class gradient was 
less, however, than in the schizophrenic group, the ratio of the 
highest to the lowest rate in 1956 being 6.0 for schizophrenia and
